Newspapermen, happily enough 


are endowed with some instinct 
that tells them how the public wil 
react to certain news stories. In 
variably, they know that when 
public official deals straightfor 
wardly with the public, he is on 
solid ground. • • • 


In the case of Principal B. J. 


Frazer, both sides of the story 
have not been told. Consequent- 
ly, the public clamor for the 
truth, or a chance to evaluate 
the versions of the truth, goes on. 


The fallacy of secrecy, the 


dodging of some responsibility to 
the public, in nowhere been beat 
illustrated than in the Frazer 
case.

We are told that the delibera- 


tions went on for months. It's an 
indication that the dismissal of 
Frazer was no small matter. The 
public apparently does not think 
so cither. 


When the board made its final 


decision, and Principal Frazer was 
notified of the act, there was some 
sort of agreement that the secret 
would be kept. Now we'll expose 
the fallacy of secrecy. 


We don't know who "leaked" the 


etory. This newspaper's first indi 
cation that Frazer was resigning 
came in a story off the street. 
Someone shouted, "Frazer was 
fired!" We merely confirmed a 
story that had gained wide circu- 
lation. The school's faculty had al- 
ready met and signed a petition 
requesting that the board of edu 
cation reconsider its action.

named Norman P. Mason of North Chelmsford, Mass., to run 
the federal housing administration while a variety of govern- 
ment agencies probe into possible multi-million dollar scan- 
dals running back into the Truman administration.

sioner, a lumber dealer, succeeds 
Guy T. O. HoIIyway. Baltimore 
mortgage banker whose resigna- 
tion, accepted Monday, was the 
first signal of the swiftly develop- 
ing affair. 


Home Owners Fleeced 


The allegations of irregularity,

Cole, centered on fleecing of home 
owners on loans for modernization 
and repair, and over-appraisal of 
apartment projects for mortgage 
insurance. 


Cole described Hollyway, as "a

Inventor of 
Atom Bomb 
Called 


Dr. Oppenheimer, 
Noted Scientist, 
To Face Hearing 


WASHINGTON UP)— Dr. J. 


Robert Oppenheimer has been 
suspended as a government 
adviser on atomic matters for 
security reasons — including 
accusations that he sought to 
block development of the hy- 
drogen bomb. He. declared he 
will fight the accusations. 


The noted physicist, sometimes 


called the man \yho built the A- 
bomb, disclosed the charges him- 
self today by making public an 
exchange of letters with Maj. Gen. 
K. D. Nichols, general manager of 
the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 


Stories about the charges had been 
published by New York morning 
newspapers. 


There was no immediate com- 


ment from the AEC. 


16 Allegations 


Nichols' letter said 16 specific 


allegations of subversive activities 
had been leveled against Oppen- 
heimer. One was that he battled 
a g a i n s t construction of the H- 
bomb, even after former President 
Truman approved it. 


The -letter, dated last Dec. 23, 


advised Oppcnhcimer: 


"It was reported further that you 


were instrumental in persuading 
other scientists not to work on th« 
hydrogen bomb project and that 
the opposition to the hydrogen 
bomb, of which you are the most 
experienced, most v powerful 
and 


most effective member, has defi- 
nitely alowed down its develop- 
ment. . . . 


"The' commission has no other 


recourse, in the discharge of Its 
obligations to protect the common 
defense and security, but to sus- 
pend your clearance to h a v • 
atomic Information until the mat- 
ter has been resolved. 


"Accordingly, your employment 


on Atomic Energy 
Commission 


work and your eligibility for ac- 
cess to restricted data arc hereby 
suspended." 


Write* Letter 


In reply, Oppenheimer wrote a 


43-page letter on March 4 which 
he called "a summary account of 
relevant aspects of my life." 


In the letter, the scientist took 


up each of the allegations raised 
in Nichols' letter including the 
statement that he had 
argued 


against development of the hydro- 
gen bomb in J949. 


Oppenheimer said he as well as 


the entire general advisory com- 
mittee on atomic 'matters, mada 
up of top-level scientists, argued 
against the rapid build-up of H- 
weapons, which the scientist re- 
ferred to as a "crash program." 


He said the committee submit- 


ted a report to the AEC stating 
that "such a program might weak- 
en rather thnn strengthen the posi- 
tion of the United States." 


But, 
Oppenheimer said, he and 


th« other members of the com- 
mittee shifted signals after Presi- 
dent Truman announced in Janu- 
ary, 1950.. that the United States 
would proceed with the H-bomb 
program. 


Denies Charge 


"I never urged anyone not to 


work on the hydrogen bomb proj- 
ect." Oppenheimer said. 


After the President's decision 


was made, he declared, "we never 
again raised the question of the 
wisdom of the policy which had 
now been settled, but concerned 
ourselves rather with trying to help 
mplemcnt it." 


Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) said in a 


elevision speech last week that de- 
velopment of the H-bomb was de-

Dairy cows usually do not reach 


the peak in production until they 
are six to eight years old. but un 
fortunately only a small percentage 
of them reach that age. The rest 
have either died or been sold to 
'he butcher. The productive life of 
the average dairy cow is only about 
four years. It take approximately 
two years for a cow to repay the 
cost of raising her to a productive 
two-year-old. If 25 percent of our 
cows are replaced each year, there 


sn't much room for profit. The 
ood old cows are the ones that 
make the greatest lifetime returns. 
Here are a few suggestions • for 
solving the cow replacement prob- 
em: 


1. Use the best available bulls, 


and save heifer calves from best 
cows and families. . 


2. Don't buy cows that were 


culled from the herds of other 
dairymen. 
3. Eliminate a large percentage 
of los«es from disease' by follow- 
ing correct milking practices, a 
disease control program and 
good dairy herd management 
practices.

Check Lightning 
Rod Connections 
For Safety's Sake 


URBANA — The lightning pro- 


tection system on your buildings is 
only as good as the ground rods 
according to a University of Illinois 
rural electrification specialist. 


Frank Andrew says the ground 


rods often rust off a few inches 
below the ground. The rod may 
look solid, but it won't do the job 


Give the ground rod a kick, say: 


Andrew. If it's badly rusted, it wil 
bicak off. Replace it with a % inch 
iod 8 feet long, and use a good 
clamp to fasten the cable to the 
rod. 


It's also a good idea to see tha 


livestock hasn't broken the junc 
tion between cable and ground rod 
through constant rubbing on the 
cable.

Cattle Lice 
Are Costly 
Problem 


URBANA—It'll pay you to keep 


vour dairy herd free from cattle 
ice-'-a common spring problem. 


Lice cause inefficient use of feed 


and losses in production, and they 
may stunt growth in younger ani- 
mals. 


University of Illinois specialists 


E. E. Ormlston, department of 
dairy science, and Lloyd Boley, 
College of Veterinary Medicine, 
say two types of lice commonly 
infest Illinois herds. Red lice live, 
on bits of skin and hair and irri- 
ate the cattle by biting. Blue lice 
cause greater stress on the cattle 
by sucking blood. 


Lindane, benzene, hexachloride, 


chlordane or toxaphene will con- 
trol lice. All of the common hydro- 
carbon 'insecticide's are also ef- 
'ective. Us« these chemicals as 
directed by the manufacturer for 
spraying, dipping or dusting cat- 
tle. Consult your farm adviser or 
ocal veterinarian- for further in- 
formation. 


A pressure sprayer is an effec- 


tive and easy way to treat cattle 
for these parasites. Wet all parts 
of the animal throughly, applying 
he spray to the head, sides, in- 
side of the ears, inside of the 
thighs, inside of the flanks, neck, 
brisket and abdomen. 


Rough hair coats, falling patch- 


es of hair, rubbing, 
scratching 


and licking may indicate that 
your cattle have lice. A close in- 
spection of infested animals will 
show a scaly. condition of the 
skin, especially about the neck. 


Sudan Grass 
Makes Good 
Extra Pasture 


URBANA — Sudan grass 'is your 


best bet for emergency or supple- 
mental summer pasture. It will 
give you abundant, high-quality 
'razing right up to frost in the 
'all too. 


W. 0. Scott, extension specialist 


n crop production at the University 
of Illinois, says you can plant Su 
dan any time between late corn- 
planting season and August 1. 


For pasture purposes it's best 
o drill Sudan grass solidly in a 
seedbed similar to that prepared 
for com/Plant at the rate of 20 to 
25 pounds of seed an acre. 


Treat the seed with a fungicide, 


such as Ceresan or Panogen, before 
planting. Apply 40 to 60 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre at planting 
lime will also increase production 
on many soils. 
>, 


Since Sudan is susceptible to 


chinch bug damage, it is a com- 
mon practice to plant soybeans 
with Sudan. Scott recommends a 
mixture of 1$ to 20 pounds of Su- 
dan and l',>i bushels of soybeans per 
acre. 


Sudan is a sorghum and can 


cause prussic acid poisoning in 
livestock, Scott cautions. 


This danger can be largely ell 


minated if you will buy only certi- 
fied seed or seed that is known to 
be pure Sudan, let the Sudan reach 
a height of 18 inches before pastur 
ing, wait several days before pas< 
turing the new growth that ap- 
pears following a severe drouth 
and do not pasture after the grass 
is killed by frost.

Bronchitis May 
Cause Poor 
Quality in Eggs 


URBANA—You can blame win- 


ter bronchitis outbreaks in your 
poultry flock for many cases of 
poor interior and egg shell quality. 


D. J. Bray, extension poultry 


specialist at-the University of Illi- 
nois college of agriculture, reports 
that hens recovering from bron- 
chitis may lay eggs with rough, 
misshapen and thin shells when 
they return to production. 


Average interior quality may be 


as much as one grade lower after 
bronchitis hits, Bray says. I/)\v in- 
terior quality shows up when you 
break a fresh egg and the white 
spreads out instead of standing up 
firmly. 


In most hens, both shell and in- 


terior quality will come back to 
normal within a few weeks after 
they start laying again. However, 
some hens will continue to lay 
poor-quality eggs, and your only 
choice will be to market them. 


Any Swelled 
Heads in Your 
Spring Pigs? 


URBANA — Arc any of your 


young pigs turning into "swelled 
heads?" 


Dr. T. G. Woods of the College 


of Veterinary Medicine at tho Un- 
iversity of Illinois says that pigs 
between the ages of 10 and 16 
weeks may be affected by edema 
disease. 


Affected pips lose their appe- 


tites. First their eyelids and then 
their snouts swell. They gradually 
become paralyzed and often stum- 
ble around, dragging their hind 
legs. Most of them die within 12 
hours. 


New Identification 
Booklet on Weeds 
Now Is Available 


URBANA — Farmers can now 


order a new publication with de- 
scriptions and pictures of over 
200 weeds common to this area. 


"Weeds of the North Central 


States" is designed to aid farmers 
in identifying weeds. A simplified 
botanical key is included. 


This 240-page publication repre- 


sents the joint efforts of 13 agricul- 
tural experiment stations and the 
USDA.

Its Horrible Core 


The whole world is 'deeply stirred by the crushing facts 


of America's newest H-bomb explosions. People are begin- 
ning to understand everywhere that the "hydrogen age" has 
really dawned, and that it could be an age of awesome de- 
structiveness ruinous to all mankind. 


Even the Russians appear to be impressed by the totality 


of devastation an H-bomb war would bring. A Russian ob- 
server at Bikini said "not much" when he witnessed an early 
postwar A-bomb blast at our invitation. 


Of course he was deliberately minimizing the bomb's 


importance for propaganda effect. The Kremlin is no longer 
belittling the dangers of nuclear warfare. 


A month ago Premier Malenkov, for the first time, told 


the Soviet people world civilization might be destroyed by 
nuclear weapons. With the passing weeks, the warnings from 
Moscow have grown more forceful. 


Recently, in the Russian army newspaper, Red Star, the 


H-bomb blast in the Pacific was fully described, and com- 
pared with that of a famous million-ton meteorite which 
devastated thousands of square miles in Siberia in 1908. 
• 
• • 


In the newest Russian note to the western powers, sug- 


gesting .Russian entry into NATO, Foreign Minister Molotov 
included'a gloomy paragraph speculating on the grim results 
to the*world of a war fought with atomic and hydrogen 
weapons'. 


Some western diplomats in Moscow believe that despite 


the evident absurdity of the latest Soviet proposal, Russia 
now sincerely desires to find a way out of the cold war. The 
presumption is that this wish is founded on recognition that 
it might become hot, and that such a conflict simply cannot 
be contemplated. 


The West has decided to give Moscow another opportu- 


'nity to demonstrate whether it truly docs desire to reach a 
• settlement that could promise avoidance of total war. It has 
called for new United Nations talks on disarmament. Rus- 
sia's response to this call will furnish a strong clue to its pres- 
ent attitude. 


Meantime a good deal of irresponsible comment is be- 


ing heard from two great headquarters of irresponsibility, 
the Bevanite faction of the "British Labor party and the In- 
dian government of Prime Minister Nehru.

The Laborites call for an end to further tests (regard- 


less of whether they can be shown to have done any damage 
to ocean food resources). Nehru ask's the same. Some of his 
high officials go further and call Americans "barbarians" for 
even conducting the tests. 


This latter comment, of course, reflects ignorance, of 


which Indian officials have a substantial quota in matters 
beyond their own borders. 


Implicit in both the Nehru and the Bevanite complaints 


is the notion that somehow America is less concerned for 
the peace-of. the world than they are. These are men of 
limited outlook, plying a narrow political trade which they 
think can be made to fatten on anti-Americanism. . 


The 'truth is that these H-bomb tests may do more for 


peace—by showing the utter horror of another war—than 
a carload of Nehrus or a whole countryful of Bevanites 
shouting demagogic imprecations at the top of their lungs.

If anything could 
be found, these focal areas were 
removed, drained, or treated in 
any way possible. 


Then, as so often happens in 


medicine, a reaction set in. Some 
patients who had all their teeth re- 
moved showed no Improvement in 
the condition for which the extrac- 
tions had been performed. Some 
had .serious operations or treat- 
ments for focal infections and were 
worse than before.

of McCarthy and his investigation. 
McCarthy has charged that 


even the Army was 
penetrated by treasonous elements under 


the administrations of two Democratic presidents. 
Roosevelt and Truman. 


That is a fact and proof already ha* been es- 


tablished and published by previous congressional 
inquiries. 


Although President Eisenhower is a nominal 


Republican and titular head of the Republican party, 
he is nevertheless a beneficiary of the guilty Demo- 
cratic regime.

Marshall. 
This committee wrote 


that it was "dismayed to learn that 
the 
assistant 
chief 
of 
staff," 


meaning Bissell, gave considera- 
tion to the political significance of 
* secret report on the Kntyn mas 
sacre "which should have been 
treated objectively from a strictly 
military Intelligence standpoint." 


There was no suggestion that 


Bissell was cither a Communist or 
sympathetic with them. However, 
as the report said. "It was the 
duty and obligation of General 
Bissell" to make sure that the re 
port on the massacre should reach 
the Secretary of State. 
Actually, 


th« report was lost. It never was 
found. And the suppression of the 
report, whether by persons in the 
nrniy or the state department, was, 
by Blssell's own testimony, very 
helpful to the cause of Soviet Rus- 
sia, which has been charged with 
guilt in tho massacre. 
The report 


referred to was written at the 
Pentagon by an American officer. 
Col. John H. Van Vliet. Jr., who 
was a prisoner in German hands 
and was taken by the Germans to 
see the .mass graves In Katyn for 
est where a great number of Polish 
officers and others had been buried 
after being massacred. 


The committee report said fur- 


ther that three high-ranking off! 
cers in Intelligence testified that 
"there was a pool of pro-Soviet 
civilian employes in G2 who found 
explanations 
for 
almost 
every 


thing that tho Soviet Union did. 
These same witnesses told of tr« 
mendous efforts 
exted 
by this 


group to suppress anti-Soviet 
rf- 


ports. 
The committee likewise 


heard testimony that top-ranking 
army officers who were too crit- 
ical of the Soviets were by-passed 
in army intelligence." 


One of these officeis. Colonel 


Ivan Yeaton. an expert on Russia 
but without pro-Communist sympa- 
thies, was exiled to a desk in the 
Pentagon for about one year with- 
out any duties, elaborately shun- 
ned ' by obvious official direction 
and deprived of merited promo- 
tion. By contrast. Tclford Taylor, 
a civilian New Deal lawyer who 
recently was allowed to make an 
abusive political speech 
against 


McCarthy at West Point In recog- 
nition of his "war record." was 
promoted to the rank of brigadier 
general. 
Neither 
the 
military 


academy nor the army has been 
willing to place on record a state- 
ment of that "war record" in re- 
sponse to insistent direct demands. 
Taylor took part In the prosecu- 
tion at the Nurnbcrg "war guilt" 
nial5. 
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Another American colonel. Hen- 


ry I. Szymanski, wrote 
"highly 


critical reports of Soviet Russia" 
which were "buried in the base- 
ment of army intelligence," Bis- 
sell's 
department. 
They 
were 


"subsequently moved to the dead 
file of that agency." 


Continuing, 
the • report 
dealt 


bluntly with Elmer Davis, who has 
recently been acclaimed again by 
the New York Times, Herald Trib- 
une and a vague and dubious let- 
terhead society which gave him 
an "award" in "recognition" of 
unspecified services to "human- 
ity." 
The Times and Herald Trib- 


une are ballyhooing a new book 
by Davis, a dull writer at his live- 
liest. In a typical log-rolllnfr ex- 
ploit to hamper McCarthy's ami- 
fTAntyviimii 


one of his principal detractors. 


As to Davis, this committee re- 


port said he made a broadcast On 
May 3, 1943 in which he charged 
that the Nazi government waa us- 
ing the Katyn Massacre as propa- 
ganda. That was the Soviet propa- 
ganda "line" at the time. 


Bissell admitted that, in his be- 


lief, 
the 
Russians 
would 
have 


walked out of the United Nations 
conference at San Francisco if the 
Van Vliet report had been made 
public. 
The committee held that 


the reason for the suppression of 
the report was that pro-Commu- 
nists In the Roosevelt administra- 
tion wanted to yoke the United 
States to Run.sia in this organiza- 
tion of nations. Bissell was asked 
point-blank whether the publica- 
tion of the Van Vliet report at the 
time of the Yalta conference would 
have had any effect on tho subse- 
quent organization of the U. N.

answered. "They would have got- 
ten mad."

telligence. By a wry prank of fate 
he also received a decoration from 
the Polish government in exile the 
day before Colonel Van Vliet came 
into his office with the story of the 
massacre. 


The effoit to suppress the Mc- 


Carthy Investigation continues in 
the face of all this and abundant 
other proof of treachery by indi- 
viduals in the army and FBI report 
that Admiral Standley. as ambas- 
sador in Moscow, told a high 
army officer that he was unfit to 
wear the American uniform.

Oppenheimer, now 49. acknowl- 


edged that in his younger years he 
had associated with Communists 
and contributed to some Commu- 
nist causes. 


He added: 
"Because of these ... I might 


well have appeared at the time 
as quite close to the Communist 
party—perhaps even to some peo- 
ple as belonging to it. As I have 
said, some of its declared objec- 
tives seemed to be desirable. But 
I was never a member of the Com- 
munist party. I never accepted 
Communist dogma in theory: in 
fact, it never made sense to me. 
I had no clearly formulated po- 
litical views. I hated tyranny and 
repression and every form of dic- 
tatorial control of thought." 


The scientist, now director of the 


Institute for Advanced Study at 
Princeton, declared: 


Acted "Unwisely" 


"I have reviewed two decades of 


my life. I have recalled instances 
where I acted unwisely. What I 
have hoped was. not that I could 
wholly avoid error, but that I 
might le.im from it. 


'"What I have learned has, I 


think, made me more fit to serve 
my country." 


In dispatches from Washington, 


the New York Times, the Herald 
Tribune and the Daily News said 
in today's editions that a special 
three-man board has been set up 
to hear Charges against Oppen- 
heimer. who during World War II 
directed the nation's first atomic 
bomb project at Los Alamos, Ns M. 


President Eisenhower and his 


top lieutenants went over the Op- 
penheimer case before the AEC 
probe was launched, the news- 
papers said. The charges against 
him reportedly were sent to the 
White House by the FBI. 


lobbied Against It 


One charge against Oppenheimer 


was that he opposed the hydrogen 
bomb project and lobbied against 
It even after former President 
Truman ordered the AEC to go 
ahead with it. 


Oppenheimer was 
quoted 
as 


denying he had Urged scientists to 
boycott the project. He admitted 
he. along with a majority of the 
AEC's General Advisory Commit- 
tee, 
had opposed the project in 


1949, 
the newspapers reported. 


However, once the decision was 


made to proceed with the bomb, 
Oppenheimer said, the advisory 
committee, of which he was chair 
man, helped to solve H-bomb prob 
lems and "never again raised the 
question of the wisdom of the 
policy." 


The Herald Tribune said Sen. 


Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis) had 
the Oppenheimer case in mind 
when he said in a recent radio 
broadcast that there had been "an 
18-month deliberate delay" in de- 
vising the U. S. hydrogen bomb. 


The newspaper said McCarthy 


had been expected to bring sensa- 
tional charges against Oppenheim- 
er in a speech at San Jacinto. Tex., 
April 2ls the day before hearings 
on his controversy with the Army 
start in Washington. 


"Reserve" Weapon

heimer case as a reserve weapon

and planned to use it to smother 
the Army probe in a "tremendous 
hydtogen espionage sensation."

Washington had been negotiating 


for months to get the youths out 
of Romania. Rep. Francis P. Bol- 
ton (R-Ohio), who worked on the 
case last fall as a delegate to the 
U. N. General Assembly, disclosed 
Monday night that President Ei- 
senhower recently wrote personal- 
ly to the Romanian 'government, 
appealing for their release as "the 
heartful thing to do." 


The parents had not seen the

His answers to the 
present charges were contained in 
a 43-page letter to the AEC, the 
New York Times reported.

Castle Argues 
Sentence of 
Illinois GI 


WASHINGTON -CB-Atty. Gen. 


Latham CastU of Illinois has sub- 
mitted arguments to an Air Force 
board of reviews in an attempt to 
get the five year prison sentence 
of 2nd Lt. George Schreiber, Hol- 
lywood, 111,, reduced. 


Schreiber originally wan sen- 


tenced to life imprisonment for 
participation in the murder of a 
South Korean civilian, but the sen- 
tence was reduced by the officer 
who ordered hl« trial. 


Castle* and Illinois Asst. Ally. 


Gen. Greenville Beardsley Mon- 
day submitted arguments that the 
five year sentence was not justi- 
fied to the board reviewing the 
sentence. The board may reduce 
the sentence but cannot increase 
it. 


The Illinois officials contended 


that evidence that Schreiber or- 
dered an enlisted man to slay the 
Korean was unsubstantiated. 


The enlisted man accused of the 


actual slaying, Thomas L. Kinder 
of Cleveland, Tcnn., was given a 
life sentence for murder and at- 
tempted murder but his sentence 
was reduced to two years. Another 
airman accused in the murder was 
Robert Toth of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
who has appealed to the Supreme 
Court because he was arrested for 
the crime after his discharge.

Nation's Building 
Economy Bright 


By SAM DAWSON 


LOS ANGELES OR—Building ts 


the bright spot in the economy to- 
day—and prospects of still easier 
financing may keep it that way 
for months. 


Even in cities liberally sprinkled 


with vacant houses, new homes 
are being started—and sold. 


New 
office 
buildings, stores, 


schools, hospital and marketing 
centers are .rising to service the 
big population shifts and growths 
since the war. This type of con- 
struction usually lags behind the 
big rush of home building. 


Both in Los 'Angeles and San 


Francisco building is running be- 
hind last spring, but it continues 
at a good pace. And in some of 
the suburbs, home-building is as 
much as 30 per cent higher, ths 
Building Contractors Assn. of Cal- 
ifornia reports. 


Nation An Whole 


For the nation as a whole, the 


Labor and Commerce departments 
report the dollar volume of con- 
struction is running ahead of a 
year ago, and topped 7& billion 
dollars in the first three months. 


Based on hopes of further easing 


of home financing terms by Con- 
gress, speculative contractors are 
now going ahead with home build- 
ing plans around many cities, build- 
ing material suppliers report. 


In some communities now 90 per 


cent of the buyers of new homes 
are veterans who have especially 
easy financing terms. In these 
cities, real estate agents moan be- 
cause older houses can't compete 
with these terms and are moving 
slowly. 


In older cities builders are also 


counting on projects in the blighted 
residential areas that ring so many
